For Income Tax Purposes 

The Mutual UFO Network, Inc, is exempt from Federal 
Income Tax under Section 50lCc)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. MUFON is a publicly supported 
organization of the type described in Section 509 
(a)(2). Donations to MUFON may be deducted as 
contributions from Federal income taxes. 

Also, investigators may deduct 9c per mile for 
transportation costs incurred with work for MUFON. 
The activity log in your case report is sufficient 
verification that you did travel in conjunction 
an investigation. (The IRS will accept this.) 

If you should have to stay overnight during an 
investigation, you may deduct motel and meals and 
tolls costs, but you must be able to verify that 
this was part of your work for MUFON and was not 
a personal vacation.

Costs of items purchased in conjunction with an 
investigation, such as tape cassettes, compasses, 
cameras, etc* are not deductible * If the item 
to be purchased were costly, one should write a 
check to MUFON, and then have MUFON purchase the 
item* That way, your check to MUFCB will be 
considered as a deductible contribution. The same 
rule applies to payments made for lab fees or 
psycholological testing administered for a witness. 
For your oiieck to be considered deductible on 
your Federal Income Tax, you should write it to 
MUFON, and then have the bill for the service 
submitted to MUFON*
